UTech campus, Higbee said that due 
to an upswing in the economy, the 
Legislature has allotted room for 500 
new full-time students annually. 

“We anticipate that the enrollment 
next year could peak at 7,000 on cam-

Last year the college was forced to 
turn away 1,000 students duė to cut- 


backs, and although some of the 


school’s programs are full, Higbee en- 
couraged students to enroll this year 
hecause of the many new openings. 
The new figures will mean that the 
school could take. on 500 to 1,000 new 
students on a yearly basis.
